FIRSLT DRCISION IN GEOLGIA UNDEIL TTH AN.
TI-EUBSTITUTE LAW,.

Judge O. A Locbrane of the Superior Court, Macon
Circut, delivered an criginal and bighly important opin-
ion under the act repealing the substitute law in the
case of Dennis Daley and Philip Fitzgerald ve. Major
{. J. Harris, yesterday worning, (Feb. 11 )

He held it was uot only the right, but the duty of a
nation to protect itself, and that any contract or right
flowing out of the operation of law, which came in con;
{liet with fhe preservation of the State was an uncon-
gtitutional act—not obligatory on the law making pow-
er and within the eonstitutional power of the Govern-
wment to repeal. :
That if the act aliowing substitutes was to be re

garded as a contract discharging pringipals from being
called into serviee, it was then a contravt that the prin-
cipal shou!d not fizht in the defence of the country
when it was ecdavgered, and such contract was unau-
thorized by every principle of constitutiopal law. If
our first Copgress bad sgreed to exempt all men from
faxation during the war who paid into the, treasury
$500, such exemption could huve been set aside by any
subsequent I.cgislature when the public safety and
gelt preservation of the Government demands it.

He beld that the interest of every citizen was the
game aa that of the Goveroment of which he farmed =
part, and the ¢ litary service rendered by the substi-
tute wes just as much repdered to the principal, as s
citizen of the Government itself—his life, bis bhonor, his
property and his liberty wgre defended by the act, and
the corsideration insured ¥o him as & member of the so-
ciety which composed the Government.

Contract and vested rights mast all bend to the ex-
igencies of the Government, of which the legislature
was the judge, and any act of the legislalure conraven

ing the public interest, may be repealcd when the salety
of the people becomeg the supreme law,

‘} he=vested righte of fathers may be avnulied over
their minor chiidred, to make them soldiers when the
public interests demanded it, and the law-makizg power
bad sa declared.

All rights, all property, all pcrsons who are citizeos
of & government may be used by the government in
time of war, and ft was the duty of Courts to sustain
the Government in the appropriation of the meaus
exervised rightfully by the legislature to protect the
whole people from gubjugatioa and cuio.
